Among the ranks of the arm y of 
man h unters who fellow tho I bl­ 
unger trail it is possible to find sev­ 
eral who will answer yes to any of 
the three questions. Some of the 
sleuths believe that Dillinger was 
mortally wounded in the battle with 
Federal agents at Bohemia Lodge 
in Mercer, Wis., and th a t ho was 
buried somewhere by his cohorts.

That he was wounded is virtually 
certain, fo r the car in which he fled 
to freedom was badly bloodstained,

beforehand, also has its adherents, 
who make out u good casts to su p ­ 
port their contention. 
To all this the layman will feel 
inclined to say: “ B u t hasn’t Dillin- 
ger been seen on m any occasions 
since hi; escape fro m the Federal 
trap a t Mercer?” 


O ptical illusion!!? 


It is quite tru e that Dillinger h as 
been reported seen rn several places. 
But th** very fact I h a t he was “seen” 
in th ree or four different s t a te s a t 
the same time raises grave doubts 
as to whether he w as seen in any. 
I hen, too, the Mid-West badman 
was ‘'credited” with being the leader 
of a gang who attain ed and <lis- 
armed a group of Chicago police­ 
men. But again, it is possible that 
the victims of the attack had I til I in - 
ger on their minds. Personal exper­ 
ience ol' the w l iter is that when one 
is at the wrong end of a gun, the 
spotlight of the mind is focused en 
ti rely upon the weapon.
